As you know, we notified your office by letter on December 3, 2007, of our intent to
assume the City of Radcliff’s Series 2001 A Pooled Revenue Bond issue. Since that
time, we have talked several times with you by phone, on the process required to have
this transfer approved.

On February 13, 2008, you advised us that your bond counsel, Mr. Dirk Bedarff,
requested that our agreement with the City include certain language, regarding our
District assuming the KLC debt. We have since added an amendment to our transfer
agreement, which is attached and has been signed by both parties.

The Kentucky Infrastructure Authority has also approved transfer of their debt with the
City, to our District. For your reference, we are also sending a copy of their notice of
conditional approval. They have made the transfer approval pending approval by the
Public Service Commission (PSC).

The PSC has also asked us to submit evidence that the KI.C has also approved, or
intends to approve, this transfer. We would appreciate it if you could proceed with a
final approval decision, and send us any documentation you can of this approval, or
pending approval.
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We have time constraints and restrictions, so we would request that you expedite your
final review and approval, if that is possible. If you have any questions or need more
information, do not hesitate to call us.
